Hat Count Zamberg was juſt arrived there from the Army, being ſent 

by the Duke of Lorrain, to acquaint the Emperor ; That the Chriſtians 
had on the ninth been. engaged with Ten Thouſand Turks, and that af- 
ter 2 very ſharp Fight, which laſted ſeveral hours, the Turks were total- 
ly defeated, and moſt of them cut in pieces; That a ſmall namber fa 
ved themſelves over the Bridg of Barkan , which being afterwards broke, 
the Turks were deprived of the means to eſcape ; Some threw themſelves 


| into the River, and were drowned, and about Eight Hundred were taken 


Priſoners, among which was the Baſla of Sleſtrie, and among the killed 
were found the new Balla of Offer, and the Balla of Aleppo ; That Barkar 
immediately after Surrendred on Diſcretion ; and that the King of Poland 
and the Duke of Lorrain reſolved to follow this Great and Happy Succeſs, 


with the Attack of Graz.

T He ViCtory obtained againſt the Turks at Berksn, is the more conſide- 
rable, for that it was againſt the Beſt and Choiſeſt part of their re- 

maining Army. The conſequences of i are like to be very great, 
and may occaſion the taking of Gran, Agria, and Newhenuſel. We are told 
that in the firſt days ation the King of Po!2nd was misfing for two hours, 
and believed to be either Killed or- Taken ; and that above Thirteen Hun- 
dred Poles with many good Officers were ſlain, and that their loſs would 
have been greater, had not the Duke of Lorrajz haſtned with extraordi- 
nary diligence to their Asliſtance. |
